To the inhabitants of the town of Newport qualified to vote in 
town affairs :— 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said town 
of Newport on the Second Tuesday of March next at nine o’clock 
in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects, namely: 

Article 1. To choose three Selectmen, Town Clerk and Town 
Treasurer for the year ensuing, also three Delegates to the Consti- 
tutional Convention for revising the Constitution of the State. 

Article 2. To see if the town will vote to elect three Assessors 
to act with the Selectmen or seperately in taking the inventory of 
the town for the purpose of taxation for the present year, fix the 
salary of the same, raise and appropriate money for that purpose 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 8. To choose a Collector of Taxes and all other neces~ 
sary town officers, agents and committees for the year ensuing. 

Article 4. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Town Trea- 
surer, Auditors, Agents and Committees heretofore chosen, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 5. Toraise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for the payment of the town debt and defraying 
the interest thereon for the year ensuing and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Article 6. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for the payment of town charges. 

Article 7. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for the maintenance of the poor, for cemeteries, 
parks, commons and water works, and to improve the same and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 8. To see if the town will vote to ask for State Aid for 
the purpose of making permanent improvements on the highways. 
and raise and appropriate the necessary amount of money there for, 
and pass any vote relating thereto, 

Article 9. Toraise and appropriate suchsums of money as 
may be necessary for the laying out of highways and building and 
repairing the same, and for building and repairing bridges, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. | 

Article 10. To see what sum or sums of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the purpose of macadamizing the 
streets of the town and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 11. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
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raise and appropriate for the purpose of building and repairing 
sidewalks in Newport village and pass ony vote relating thereto. 

Article 12. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purpose of lighting the streets of 
Newport village and elsewhere about town, for installing new lights 
in town and the maintenance of the same and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Article 13. To see if the town will vote to extend the electric 
light line by the additicn of four cr more incandescent lights on 
Cheney street extension and on DeWalt Avenue and appropriate 
money for the same and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 14. To see if the town will vote to extend the electric 
light line on North Main street from the George E. Wilmarth place 
to the George 8. Edgell place, support the necessary lights on said 

xtension and appropriate money for the same. 

Article 15. To see if the town will vote to build anew Engine 
House for the Fire Department, and to raise and appropriate the 
necessary money therefor, and to appoint a committee or commit- 
tees to carry into effect any vote relating thereto. 

Article 16. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of one hundred dollars to defray the expenses of Memorial Day 
exercises and pay the same to the quartermaster of Fred Smyth 
Post No. 10 Department of New Hampshire G. A. R. and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

Article 17. To see what action the town will vote to take in 
regard to the dedication of the Soldiers Monument contracted for 
and to be erected prior to May 30, 1912, appropriate money therefor 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to carry out the vote of the town passed at a previous town 
meeting in regard to the work on the small park south of the Com- 
mon appropriate money if necessary therefor and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

Article 19. To see what sum or sums of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the new playground and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

Article 20. To see if the town will vote to extend the sewer up 
High street to Broad View past the house of Harry Hasting to the 
main road appropriate money for the same and pass any vote 
relating thereto. Aes 

Article 21. To see if the town will vote to extend the Winter 
street sewer to the junction of Winter and Summer streets and alse 
construct a sewer on Myrtle street appropriate money for that pur- 
pose and pass any vote relating thereto. | , 

Article 22. To see if the town will vote to acquire astrip of 
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land around Gilman Pond and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 23. To see if the town will vote to extend the Water 
System on Pine Street to the house of Fred Gonyea appropriate 
money therefor and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 24. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of three hundred and fifty dollars for the support of the Newport 
Cadet Band to be paid to William Safford, Treasurer of the Bands, 
providing the Bands give a series of open air concerts during the 
summer months and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 25. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men and Treasurer to borrow money on the notes of the town in 
anticipation of taxes, fix the amount and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Article 26. To see if the town will authorize any discount and 
if so how much on taxes paid before certain dates and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

Article 27. To seeif the town will vote to employ a Police 
Officer who shall devote his entire time to the duties of the office, 
appropriate money for the same and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 28. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to have the inventory of the town as taken this present year 
for the purpose of taxation publishedin «amphlet form, appropriate 
money for the same and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 29. To see if the town will vote to adopt any measures 
to prevent any part of Sugar River or the banks thereof being used 
as a public dumping ground and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 30. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the pay- 


ment of the cost of opening graves for the burial of residents of 
the town and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 31. To see if the town will vote to put meters upon the 
Town Water System or any part of it and pass any vote relating 


thereto. 


Article 32. Tosee if the town will vote to authorize and in- 
struct the Board of Selectmen to procure the services of some per- 
son to act as General Cuperintendent over all the piudential affairs 
of the town at an annual salary not to exceed twenty-five hundred 
dollars, appropriate or raise and appropriate money therefor and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 33. Toseeif the town will vote to require flagmen to 
be placed upon all the railroad crossings within the limits of the 
town and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 34. To transact any business that may lega'lly come 
before the said meeting.

Report of 
Cemetery Commissioners 


To the citizens of Newport: 


During the past year 12 lots have been sold at the Pine Grove 
Cemetery, from which $430.25 was realized, and at the North New- 
port Extension two lots, from which $30 has been realized. 

The permanent Care Fund for the Pine Grove Cemetery now 
amounts to $460.62 and for the North Newport Extension $160. 

The income from the above funds can be used only for the 
care of the cemetery from which the fund originated. 

During the past year a tool house and shed has been erected at 
Pine Grove Cemetery and some work, calculated to improve the 
drives, has been done and paid for from the improvement fund 
originating from that cemetery, as will be seen from the detailed 
report of the treasurer of the Cemetery Commissioners, to which 
you are respectfully referred. 

There is an unexpended balance on hand at the close of the 
year of $486.12, aside from the permanent Care Fund above refer- 
red to. It is estimated by the Commissioners that of the above 
balance of $486.12, $254.34 is the unexpended balance of the Pine 
Grove Improvement Fund, $65 the unexpended part of the North 
Newport Improvement Fund and $166.78 a general balance available 
for expenditure in the old cemeteries. 

During the past year there have been sixty-nine interments 
and the cost, to the town, of opening and refilling these graves has 
probobly been considerably in excess of $200, although the precise 
amount cannot easily be determined. 

For many years it has been the practice in Newport for the 
town to bear the expense of opening and filling the graves, but in 
many towns this expense is borne by the individual at whose re- 
quest the graves are opened. In the majority of towns of the size 
of Newport and larger this expense is borne by individuals rather 
than by an appropriation on the part of the town. 

There are considerable many tablets in the old cemeteries 
which have fallen and need resetting and a much larger number 
which need resetting and strengthening to prevent their falling 
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with a probability of breaking. Many old graves in these cemet- 
eries have caved in and need refilling and some unsightly mounds 
should be removed. The expense for this work in each individual 
case is very small, but in the agyregate considerable, and it is 
hoped that further improvement along this line can be made during 
the coming year from the general balance now on hand. 

The Commissioners therefore respectfully suggest that no 
appropriation be made for either the Pine Grove Cemetery or the 
North Newport Extension, but that $500 be appropriated for the 
old cemeteries and for burials, unless the town should vote under 
the article in the Warrant that the expense of opening and refilling 
the graves should be borne by individuals in which case we suggest 
an appropriation for the old cemeteries of $300 only.

CONNECTIONS 


MAPLE STREET 6-INCH MAIN © 


In accordance with a vote of the town at the last annual meet- 
ing, a 6 inch cast iron main has been laid on Maple Street, from the 
junction of Cross and Maple Streets, to the junction of the latter 
with Bradford road, a distance of eight hundred (800) feet, with a 6 
inch gate near Cross St., and 24 feet, 4 inch pipe, also a 4 inch gate 
near the west end of the recently laid out street, going south from 
Maple Street. At the junction of Maple Street and Bradford road, 
a hydrant has been set. The cost of this extension was eight hun- 
dred and twelve dollars thirty-eight cents ($812.38). The 1 1-4 inch 
pipe which was previously laid about three fourths of the distance 
to Bradford road with its house connections was allowed to remain 
as a matter of economy. 


BRADFORD ROAD AND BROAD VIEW. 


From a point near the before mentioned hydrant, a 4 inch cast 
iron main has been laid, on Bradford road, a distance eight hundred 
sixteen (816) feet, with oee 4 inch gate, at acost of four hundred 
sixty dollars and twenty one cents ($460.21). From the south east- 
ern terminal of the 4 inch pipe, five hundred seventeen (517) feet of 
1 1-4 inch and three hundred sixty four (364) feet of 1 inch pipe, has 
been laid on Broad View, at an expense of two hundred seventy one 
dollars and twenty cents ($271.20). The combined cost from Maple 
Street, is seven hundred thirty-one dollars and forty one cents 
($731.41). 


An eight per cent water rental is assured by a faucet rate of 
nine dollars, which is the rate now being paidin the houses com- 
pleted. 


MAPLE STREET 1 1-4 INCH PIPE 
Extending eastward on Maple street from Bradford road there 
has beed laid 1,428 feet of 1 1-4 inch pipe, and 552 feet of 1 inch 
service pipe at a cost of $623.76. An 8 per cent income is assured 
by a faucet rate of seven dollars now being paid.

The foregoing figures show the cash receipts from water rents 
to have been sufficient to pay interest charges on the entire cost of 
the system and all expenses for maintainance and repairs for the 
year, and leave a balance in favor of the town of twenty-seven 
hundred and six dollars and eighty-six cents ($2706.86), while 
the town gets its water for hydrant service, flushing of sewers, 
watering troughs, town hall, school buildings, library and library 
house, Carrie F. Wright Hospital, engine house, Maple Street, Pine 
Grove and Catholic cemeteries and street sprinkling without expense. 


GILMAN POND 


For the first time since the system was constructed the pond 
failed to become full last spring, there being a shortage of nearly 
two and one half feet when at the highest point. Continuance of 
the phenominally dry weather made it absolutely necessary early in 
July to issue notices restricting the use of water. By a general 
observance of these regulations and more copious rainfalls the 
supply proved sufficient. 

Since the middle of August there has been a gradual increase 
of water at the pond. On Feb. 15 it lacked 211-2 inches of being 
full, an increase of three feet over the amount as measured one 
year ago. 

A strip of land entirely around the pond should be acquired by 
the town so that the storage capacity may be increased. This is 
demanded also on sanitary grounds, since, under present conditions, 
the commissioners cannot prevent cattle and horses defiling the 
water to some extent. 


METERS 


The question of the advisability of metering any part of the 
services on the system has been a question before the board from 
the first. There have been applications for and connections made 
where it was impossible to form a very close estimate of the 
amount of water that would be used. And, as for that matter, in 
every case with a flat rate the quantity of water used, or wasted, is 
largely dependent upon the care and the honor of the individual. 
Inspection of fixtures and continual espionage aids, but will not 
prevent the waste and unauthorized use of water. 
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In order to get information as to the amount used at the 
Peerless factory a meter was placed upon that service in 1903, 
The readings, as we understand, showed the amount to have been 
practically as estimated before hydraulic power was furnished for 
the elevators. 

It was then the purpose of the board to proceed further in in- 
stalling meters where water was used in large quantities. To 
obtain the sanction of the town for this radical move an article 
was put in the Town Warrant in 1904, reading, ‘‘To see if the 
town will vote to instruct the Board of Water Commissioners to 
put meters on all or any of the service pipes connecting with 
the water system and pass any vote relating thereto.’’ Strong 
opposition to this measure was manifested in the meeting, and it 
was voted to pass over the article. 

By this action the Commissioners’ plans were thwarted and 
later, at the request of the Peerless company, the meter was taken 
out of that factory. 

In January, 1911, application was made for water to be used in 
a refrigerating plant in Condon & Davis’ meat market. The Board 
took the responsibility of refusing to furnish water except through 
ameter. A meter was installed. This is tne only one upon the 
system. ° 

With abundance of water there was really no absolute need of 
meters. Water from leaking fixtures aided in flushing the sewers 
where houses were connected therewith; sprinkled upon the ground 
the dust was laid and lawns were made more beautiful—a better 
use of surplus water than to have it flow down the. river. The 
experiences of the past year are forcible reminders that this ques- 
tion should receive most careful consideration at the present time.

SEWER CONSTRUCTION 

The sewer on Cross Street was extended two hundred (200) feet 
northward nearly to Sunapee Street, at an expense of eighty seven 
dollars and forty-five cents ($87 45). 


On Syndicate Street, twenty-two feet was laid at an expense 
of six dollars and ninety-seven cents ($6 97): also one hundred (100) 
feet, connecting with Pleasant Street line, at an expense of twenty 
nine dollars and four cents ($29 04). 


SOUTH MAIN STREET 
Before the macadamizing of South Main Street, 4 inch Akron 
-pipe was laid from the main pipe outward, toward the several 
houses unconnected with the sewer, to points near the sidewalk, 
-so that when these houses are connected, the macadamized part 
need not be disturbed. Four men had the sewer pipe carried in< 
‘side the cellar walls, and paid for the work with the understandir g, 
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that entrance fees should not be paid, until they desire to make 
the necessary connections inside. The charges incurred in these 
several short branches, has been at the expense of the system. 
Pay for material and work already done will be a part of the in- 
dividual charge, when the several abutters enter the sewer. 

The cost for labor and material on the nine branches, was sixty 
seven dollars and seventy one cents ($67 71).

CONDITION OF THE SYSTEM 


During the year on three streets the sewer pipe has been plug- 
ged with roots which found entrance through very small openings in 
the joints and completely filled the pipe. The Carolina Poplar and 
the Elm caused the trouble. 

Conditions at the outlets of the sewer on Elm street and back 
of the Peerless are exceedingly bad. On account of Sugar River and 
its banks being made a public dump the river-bed is filling up and the 
outlets of the pipes are becoming covered deeper and deeper. Only 
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by constant care can these now be kept open, Present practices 
continued, it will not be long before extensive dredging must be 
done.
